KETTLES A DAY 


Monster 
Sleel Press at 


Wehrle 
Plant, 
Makes 


Pots For Army Field 
Kitehens. 


The Wehrle plant of tliks city has re- 


ceived several large war orders and Is 
now completing the installation of spe- 
cial machinery .to manufacture the mu- 
nitions. 


Superintendent George Pickup showed 


an 
Advocate 
representative 
today 


through the special building which luis 
been remodeled for the manufacture of 
army kettles. A Toinrle drawing-press. 
weighing 380.000 pounds, has been erect- 
ed on a concrete foundation built 15 
feet into the ground. This is one of 
the largest presses built and its work- 
ing is marvelous. Superintendent Pick- 
up had the expert workmen start it and 
then explained how it pressed out the 
steel for the kettles, it is capable of 
pressing out sis 17-pound kettles per 
minute. The company will endeavor to 
turn out 12000 a day. There will OK- 
three shifts of men who will work 
eight hours each. The first carload of 
steel from the government arrived yes- 
terday and from now on will be received 
a ta rapid rate. 


The building where these kettles tire 


manufactured is hundreds of feet in 
length and the steel is unloaded at one 
end from the cars, wheeled to the 
press and rolling machines, and then 
starts on its journey through the build- 
ine. After'coming from the dies in the 
mammoth press it-is sent into the next 
room and there the kettles go UiroUfjl 
the cleaning tanks—first taking a dij 
in a solution of caustic soda. They arc 
next drenched in water; then dipped in 
sulphuric acid, and are again given a 
drenching in water. 
The next treat 


ment is a bath in muriatic acid and they 
are then ready for the hot tin tanks 
where they receive a coating of tin, boll 
inside and out, and then the insert it, 
placed in the kettle and from there 
they are sent on to the crating am 
shipping room and all are loaded in cars 
inside the big plant. 
. Over one ton of tin a day is used in 
the manufacture of the army kettles 
costing $2000 per ton. The'contract in 
volves the expenditure of hundreds "of 
thousands of dollars. 


On the opposite side of the building 


where the kettles are manufactured 
scores of workmen are engaged in as 
sembling and crating big armv ranges 
weighing 1250 pounds. The company 
has one of the largest contracts fo'r 
ranges ever given by the government 
and the Messrs. Wehrle have agreed to 
deliver 100 of them per day. 


Superintendent Pickup stated todaj 
that they are turning them out at th 
rate stated and hoped to increase, th, 
output as more men are put at work 
Hundreds of these ranges are bein 
boxed in solid oak boxes and all wer 
marked for a Pacific port. That means 
that the ranges are going through to 
Siberia and the Ukraine country. Gov 
ernment representatives are at the plan 
inspecting every range and in a fe\» 
days more inspectors will be here to in 
speet all wdrk turned out. 


But the contracts do not stop here 


for hundreds of field grates; in fact 
thousands upon 
thousands, 
will be 


turned out to. be used by--the allied 
armies when on the move. These grate* 
are so constructed that they can b 
built, or rather laid, upon raised fouu 
dations of brick or iron and upon these 
the army cooks will turn out the hot 
food for the soldiers. 


The big contract, however, for the 


government is in its incipiency—thfc 
manufactur eof the 
75 M-M 'shells 


The Wehrle plant \vill soon be engaged 
in manufacturing these shells. 


Superintendent Pickup stated today 
that he can use skilled and unskilled 
mechanics. The work will be all inside 
work and pleasant and profitable.1 New 
ark will soon be classed in the big war 
order work. 
"SPEED UP" IS

McFarland formerly carried papers 
for the Advocate but he jumped right 
into the war when it started and he Is 
now a lieutenant with the 16th U. S 
infantry. -His leter says: 


"As thte Is about the only chance I 
have had since coming to France, 
will drop you a few lines. You see I 
was pretty well shot up by the boche 
Sept. 12 and at present I have nothing 
to do but lie in bed and count the 
stripes in the wall paper. However, 
went through the four big fights this 
summer before they got me good and 
believe me as soon as I get back to my 
regiment: I sure am going to make 
some of those Huns pay up for some 
of my sleepless nights.

THE PRESIDENT'S APPEAL. 


(Philadelphia Rccoid) 


In his appeal to the voters of the 


United States- for the election of a 
Demociatic Congress President Wilson 
makes his plea with such duect frank- 
ness and convincing logic that it is 
impossible to add to the toice of his 
cuguments. It 13 not a paitisan mutter 
\\ith him, as he makes peifectlv clear. 
He does not impugn the pituotism of 
the Repuolicans, but asks foi the elec- 
tion of a Congress In sjmpathy with 
him politically in order that, in the 
handling of the great issues i.used by 
the w ir both Germany and the Entente 
Powe s may know that the people of 
America indorse the stand which he 
has taken 
Every fair-minded observer 


must lecognize the fact that in Ger- 
manj aud Austria the election of a Re 
publican Congress'would be interpreted, 
and verv naturally so, as a icpudiation 
of the President's war policies, and that 
it might stimulate those countries to 
renewed vvaihke aetivitv, in the mis- 
taken belief that there "was a serious 
reaction in this country against the 
vigorous course of the President in un 
holding the ideals of liberty against 
Prussiinism. 


In a representative form of govern 
ment such as the United States enjoys 
it is customary to express popular op- 
proval of the course of the Chief Exe- 
cutive by choosing a legislative body 
that will act in harmony with his 
views 
If it is desired to express dis- 
approval it is custotnarv to elect legis- 
lators politically opposed to him. 
It 


will be recalled that this course was 
followed in 1910. when President Taft 
had, lost the confidence of the country, 
and that the Democrats elected a Con- 
gress strongly antagonistic to him. All 
the Congresses since chosen have re 
fleeted the prevailing attiture of the 
American people toward the man in 
the White House. 
' 
It is inconceivable that at this criti- 
cal junctuie of the war, when the 
President is universally recognized as 
the spokesman of the Allies and the 
Creates! living exponent of democratic 
principles, the people, of the 
United 
States will deliberately turn upon him 
and choose a Senate and House hostile 
to him. This is what the Republicans 
are now working for, regardless of the 
consequences of such ill timed activity 
in its possible effects abroad. 
The 
President asks the eleqtion of a Demo- 
cratic Congress not because he is him- 
self a Democrat, but because he wants 
the undivided support^? his countiy in 
his vigorous and resolute course. 
The President's appeal is in accord- 
ance with our political traditions. In 
1898, just after the conclusion of the 
Spanish American war, but when the 
peace negotiations had not been defi- 
nitely settled. President McKmley de 
sired the election of a Republican Con- 
gress as an indorsement of his Admin- 
istration. He feared that the election 
of a Democratic Congress would be 
taken by Spain as a repudiation of his 
policy and might interfere with the.

THE UNDERFED CHILD. 


(Thrift Magazine) 
Three hundred thousand children un- 


der five years of age die in this coun- 
try every year, and many of those who 
survive grow up to enfeebled matur- 
ity. 
The greater need for thrift is not 


in pennies, nor sugar, nor any ma- 
terial substance, but in humanity itself. 
For this reason I took as my work for 
the year an experiment in feeding -a 
group of children, giving them a bal- 
anced meal at lunch time cooked by 
the children of the cooking class. 


A total of 1,170 children were class- 


ified-and their weight record was com- 
pared with their class standing at the 
end -of May. There 
were 825' pupils 
rated as normal. 70 per cent of the 
school; 345 were underweight. 30 per 
cent-of the school. 
The underweights, though forming 


30 per cent of the school, gave but 27 
per cent of the successful pupils at the 
fnd of May, and provided 43 per cent 
of those who had not done satisfactory 
work. 


The 70 per cent of normal children 
gave but 56 per cent of the failures. 


Taking the normal 
children as a 
class by themselves 88 per cent had 
done satisfactory work, and 12 percent 
had a poorer rating; while 22 per cent 
of the underweight children were rated I 
as unsatisfactory. 
In other words the! 


underweight child has almost twice as 
many chances of failure as the normal 
child.

Lord have mercy on their souls, for 
they ought to know, if they do not 
know, he, too, ought to know, that in 
all Mr. Wilson's responses to the re- 
cent German peace proposals, he has 
kept in touch with the governments of 
England, France and Italy, and that he 
has spoken for them as well as for the 
government of the United States. 
Nay, more, they ought to know that 


if Mr. Wilson had answered the first 
communication of the German govern- 
ment, or what purports to be that gov- 
ernment, with a curt and abrupt de- 
mand > for unconditional surrender, 
as 


they claim he should have done, it 
would have been an egregious, almost 
an unpardonable blunder on his part, 
and would have been so recorded on 
the pages of history. For its 
effect 


would have been to rally the entire Ger- 
man nation around the throne of the 
Hohenzollern family, whereas Mr. Wil- 
son's skillful diplomacy, as we have 
good reason to claim, has opened the 
way for the political revolution which 
must take place in Germany before the 
world can be at peace again.

According to local coal dealers Xew- 


ark coal bins are more bountifully sup- 
plied than ever before at this season of 
the year. All during the hot months 
of the past summer the dealers have 
had a capacity business and as a result 
of this early buying on the part of the 
home-owners hundreds of families are 
assured of a. comfortable winter. 
A 


year ago the heads of these same fam- 
ilies were making daily trips to the 
coal offices in vain attempts to secure 
"just a half ton to keep from freezing." 


Some few individuals are as yet with- 


out adequate fuel because of the fact 
that they have refused to accept as final 
the notice of the fuel administration 
that Newark and Licking county would 
be allowed no further shipments of an- 
thracite and that the dealers in local ter- 
ritory would be allowed onlv coal from 
Ohio fields. 


While the local dealers anticipate no 


such experiences as those of the past 
winter an_d expect to be able to fill or- 
ders within a few days after they are 
placed, they are unable to give any very 
definite estimates of the percentage of 
consumers whose entire needs have 
been met, because of the fact that the 
notices and regulations indicating a gas 
shortage have caused residents who have 
used no coal in the last 10 or 15 years 
to lay in a supply for emergency use. 


At the present time there is but a 


small reserve supply of domestic coal In 
dealers' yards, but shipments have been 
coming through from the mines -with 
promptness. 


The consensus of opinion among the 


dealers is that Newark is remarkably 
well-supplied with coal and should ex- 
perience no decided shortage if the rail- 
road movement continues to be good 
during the next few weeks.

Of 
course, during a drive, we can't get 
stuff to eat so sometimes it is three or 
four days that we have to eat what we 
can find."
